A New York diipatch of the 23d 
says: 

Relative to the order of office- 
holders, the President, in a recent in- 
terview, said the order was d to 
let faithfal officers understand that 
their first allegiance is to the govern- 
ment and to its interests, and not to 
political parties. That is now very 
generally understood, but as to con- 
tributing a reasonable share of their 
income to meet the expenses of the 
campaigu, there can be no objection to 
that. Itcannot be demanded, under 
pain of removal, as hitherto. Any offi- 
cer may give or not as he pleases, 
without affecting the tenure of his 
office. “I expect to contribute my 
portion,” says the President, ‘‘to cam- 


paign and there will be no 
beser If chore 


ho.ding office do 

the same. In fact I should be pleased 
if they would do so. As to the per- 
sonal participation of federal officers 
in a campaign, there can and will be 
no objectiod to this, unless they are 
used to promote the interests 
of certain individuals threugh the ma- 
nipulatiea of patronage and the man- 
agement ef party machinery.

Not a little comment has been made 
en the celebrated order of the Presi- 
dent, that government officers should 
not go inte conventions and log and 
wire-pull with every ward politician. 
instead of attending to his official 
duties, and conducting himself as be- 
comes a gentleman, also having re- 
gard to the proper dignity of his office, 
not in himself so much, but with re- 
spects to his government. The Presi- 
dent set the proper reforms in action 
and now gives a fuller explanation of 
their meabing and latitude.. The 
order not is so restrictive even as we 
had supposed, but is based on common 
sense and justice. But yesterday a 
Mayer in nomination to that office in 
a city in Kansas, was assessed $2,500 
for campaign purposes. This case is 
without the purview of the President's 
order, but ita spirit and actual following 
has been and is observed in every 
election, national and state. The 
abuse of a privilege breeds corruption, 
and this rank evil in our national pol- 
itics the President aims to dissipate. 
His explanation, repeated again and 
again, is at this time opportune. 
Government officers are now pro- 
hibited. No right that any politically 
honest employee desires to avail him- 
self of is by the civil service order 
restricted. Now the office holder saa 
contribute, but does so voluntarily; 
now he may work for his friends, but 
not compremise himself by so doing. 
Conventions may do their work as 
dirty as they please; jobs can be put 
up, money used, etc. But the man 
who, with others, is holding up his 
government, and is one of its faithful 
servants, must not step out of his line 
of duty and mar the purity of his 
country's name by bathing in corrupt 
waters of a reekingly corrupt political 
convention.

As these lie in the line of a natural 
temptation, the government should be 
very careful in its grants and even 
tend to parsimony in its appropriations. 
Of course no reference is made to that 
other danger of misguided economy. 
And now we stand face to face with 
the trite truath—that government laws 
work not the evil, but evil results from 
their corrupt administration, and 
therefore the only true policy is to 
elect and retain in office only honest 
and competent men. 


EASTERN NOTES.

If A does so, B will do.so and 
C may act. The powers are undivid- 
ed—want to, but dread to go to war.

An Old Citizen of Washoe County Com- 
mits Suicide, 

It is no pleasant task tor the pen to 
chronicle the death of a worthy citizen, 
much more so, when the circumstances 
of that death are shrouded in gleomy 
surmise, and the Coroner's veriict 
reads death by his own hand. : 

About 5 o'clock. last evening Mr. 
W. E. Biddleman, who lives near 
Clark's station, and about twenty 
miles east of Reno on the line of the 
C. P. R. R., shot himself in the right 
temple. Mr. Biddleman had been out 
with one of his hired men and driven 
in some cows. He put away his horse, 
went into his room, drew out his pis- 
tol and shot himself as above stated. 
His wife, who was in an sdjeining 
room, heard the report of the pistol and 
with a scream ran to ascertain what 
had occurred. There before her eyes 
lay her husdand gory in the embrace 
A messenger 
was dispatched te town for the Coro- 
ner, and a telegram was sent to Dr. | 
Bergman. The messenger arrived here 
about 9 o'clock last night and returned 
as soon as possible with the Ceroner 
aod Dr. Bergman. This morning an 
inquest was held on the body, and 
this afternoon his remains were brought 
to Reno, and from here will be taken 
to Virginia City for interment. 

Mr. Biddleman was about 51 years 
old, a native of Pennsylvania, and of 
German descent. He leaves a wife 
and two chiidren. The cause of his 
committing this rash actis not known. 
We have conversed with a number 
his oldest acquaintances, and from 
these conversations gather as possible 
causes. Mr. Biddleman has drank 
much liquor during the past fifteen or 
twenty years, and, in consequence, 
embarrassed himself in several re 
spects. He has recently lost consid- 
erable in mizing stocks, and a week 
ago turned over a number of his cattle 
to bis employees. He was a man who 
greatly over-estimated his troubles, 
and had been for some time consider- 
ably depressed over matters which 
many men would have passed through 
with slight notice. He was probably 
in one of his most despondent moods 
when he took his own life. He had a 
remarkably strong constitution. and was 
a man who, singularly enough, gener - 
ally appeared in fine spirits. In short, 
he was of just that class of men who, 
when they do become depressed, have 
the most serious and trying despond- 


ency.
